Siiaupe's Bi:r.E< ii L0 UON Pistols. — The Board 
i-of.sisting of Lieut. Col. S. E. Johmou, 1st cavalry; 
Major W. H. Bell, ordnance department, and Brevet 
Col. C. A. May, major 2d dragoons, appointed to 
examine Sharpe's new breech-loading pistol, have 
made their report to the Secretary of War. This 
arm is similar in construction to Sharpe's breech- 
loading carbine. Mr. Sharpe submitted to the Board 
two iireech- loading pistols, constructed in exactly 
the same manner, one having a barrel eight inches 
and the other a barrel ten inches long. 

To test the penetration of these pistols, a target 
four feet bv two was used, consisting of a leries of 
seasoned white pine boardi one inch thick, and ar- 
ranged at an interval of one inch and a quarter be- 
tween the l>oards. Twelve shots were tired from the 
pistol with the ten-inch barrel. The maximum pen- 
etration was 0 1 .. boards: the minimum penetration 
was 5 board-; and the mean penetration was 5 5 6 
boards. After the seventh shot, it was found that a 
portion of the cartridge remained in the chaml>er, 
rendering it difficult to load the pisto'. — in short, the 
cartridge could rot be driven home. 

After the thirteenth shot the sliding-breech be- 
came so foul as to work with great difficulty, and 
rendered further experiment with the pistol imprac- 



The Board next proceeded to test the penetration 
of the pistol with the 8-inch barrel. Twelve shots 
were fired, with a maximum penetration of six 
boards, a minimum penetration of four boards, and 
a mean penetration of five and four-tenth boards. 

To test the rapidity with which the pistol could 
be loaded and tired, Mr. Sharpe was requested to 
lire ten shots in rapid succession. After three shots 
the nipple burst The pistol was cleaned and a new 
nipple put in. Ten shot* were then fired in a min- 
ute, the loading being included in that time. Forty- 
four additional shots, making in all lift v-four shots, 
were fired, when the second nipple burst, and the 
experiment terminated. 

The object of theie continued shots was to deter- 
mine how often the pistol could be fired without 
cleaning. Af er the twenty-sixth shot, the sliding- 
breech was wo.ked with difficulty, the result of be- 
coming foul. 

The charge of powder used in these two pistols, 
before cutting off the end of the cartridge, is 27 
grains, and after the arm is baded, 25 grains. The 
weight of the ball, an elongated one, is 210 grains. 
All the shots were tired at 30 yards from the target. 

Washington States. 

Texas Intelligent e. — In Brown county the In- 
dians have committed cerious depredations. One 
week since five citizens of that county were ki led 
and 326 horses driven off. The frontiersmen aie re- 
treating to the settlements, and the greatest conster- 
nation prevails. 

A bill has passed both branches of the Legisla- 
ture authorizing the Governor to call out one hun- 
dred rangers fur the prct^cion of the frontier, and 
appropriating $70,000 for the purpose. 

In Sin Antonio and Austin fljtir is setting scarce. 
The San Antonio Ledger of Jan. 30 says flour is 
selling at $18 per bbl. 

The resources of Texas at the present moment are 
seriously calculated. Its capacity for the produc- 
tion of cotton is thus set forth on the Brazos lands 
alone, from tie coast to the upper side of Texas, 
were it all brought into cultivation; and the sup- 
posed amout.t is 3,000,000 bale*; besides corn, wheat, 
oats, rye, potatoes, millet, sugar, and fruits.

Tuesday s Proceedings Concluded. 

Washington, Feb. 16. 

Mr. Mason repl'ecl. instancing :he case of the re- 
storation of the ship Resolute as doing much toward 
encouraging friendly relations with England. 

Mr. Seward corrected an erroneous impression 
that Amin Bey was an imposter. Acts of kindness 
and courtesy, though not always compensated by 
money, never go unrewarded. 

Messrs. Hunter and Biggs opposed the resolution. 

Mr. Clav was opposed tj expenditures for the re- 
ception of a Turkish imposter, and also for wine 
and cigars for Kossuth. He thought we ought to 
be warned by past experience. 

Mr. Pugh thought the gentlemen who sold ships 
to the Turkish government should pav «he expenses 
for entertaining their officers. We don't allow our 
officials abroad to take bribes. Why should we of- 
fer them to others? He should vo « against the res- 
olution.

Pugh. 

Mr. Collamer advocated the resolution. 

Mr. Biggs offered an amendmeut limiting the 
amount to $5,000; rejected.

Ari amendment was adopted that all testimony he 
returned to the Senate within 90dayt; when the 
resolutions passed. 

ThWarmy bill on Mr. Wlson's amendment pro 
viding for the employment of volunteers was taken 
up. 

Mr. Hunter gave notice that hi should effer a sub- 
stitute. 

While Mr. Wilson's amendment was pending the 
Senate went into executive session. Adjourned. 

House. — The Miryland election case was debattd 
by Messrs. Phillips, Maynard, Wilson, Hatch, and 
Washlmrne of Me. No action. Adj mrued. 

Washington-, Feb. 16. 

The President has removed Mr. Price, the post- 
master of Chicago, and reappointed Mr. Cook, his 
immediate predecessor. He has also lemoved Mr. 
Miller, postmaster of Columbus, Ohio, and appoint- 
ed ex-Gov. Medary in his place. Messrs. Price and 
Miller were appointed during the recess of Congress. 

Gen. Calhoun to-day placed in the possession of 
the Senate Committee on Territories his statement 
relative to the late election ia Kansas. He is pre- 
paring as address to the public. 

An official statement shows the whole number of 
passengers arriving from foreign countries, during 
the last year, to have been 271,558, of whom 109,000 
were females. 

Although various propositions, including that to 
send for persons and papers, of the anti Lecomptou 
members of the House Investigating Committee 
were last night voted down uniformly by one major- 
ity, they will make further efforts at the meeting to- 
morrow, though, they say, with little or no prospect 
for thorough investigation of all the Kansas matters 
embraced in the resolution under which the c jmmit- 
tee was appointed 

The Y\ ar Department have received dispatches 
from Lieut. Ives, in command of the expedition for 
the exploration of the Colorado river of the West. 
The partv arrived at the mouth of the Colorado after 
an unusually long voyage from San Franci co. 

The smali steamer brought from Philadelphia was 
after great labor put together and launched on the 
30th of December, admirably answering the purpose 
for which she was constructed. 

Lieut. Ives found the charts of the river very de- 
fec'ive, but he gathered material for their correction. 
From the mo«sh of the Colorado to Fort Yuma, the 
river is very crooked and full of shoals, snag3, and 
sand bars. The channel changes so constantly that 
the best pilots cannot avoid repeatedly running boats 
aground. It is supposed that there are less obstruc- 
tions to navigation above Fort Yuma.

Oxford, Kicka^io, and Shawnee; and we are law 
formed from the same source 'hat at the election on the 4th 
of January, ]s:,s. upwards of ten thousand vile and traito- 
rous Abolitionists (<ee president Buchanan's message) had 
the insolent assurance to cast their votes against said con- 
stitution, therebv conclusively proving that the majority 
of the people of Kansas are wholly unfit for self-govern- 
ment, and thoKld have that constitution crammed down

have been obtained under the general law from the 
county court. 

Yesterday evening the Senate refused to recon- 
sider the bill to re?nla»e the brokers of the Com- 
monwealth. At 4 o'clock, P. M., the special o-der 
of the day was the bill concerning the Southern 
Bank of Kentui ky. After a number of amendments 
were offered and rejected, the bill passed by a vote 
of 22 to 10.

In the Senate to-day the IIouss apportionment bill 
was taken up and immediately laid on the table. 
S >, I suppose, we will have no "more of the matter 
this winter. The law prescribes that at this session 
an apportionment bill shall lie passed. We have ex- 
ceeded the requirements of the law and passed a 
couple— one ia the Senate and one in the House of 
R^presenta-ives— neither of which, however, can 
ever become a law. 

The Sent e pissed this morning an act incorpora- 
ting the Portl ind Savings Institution bv a vote of 
22 to 13, rese ving the right to the Legislature to 
repeal, alter, or amend at pleasure. The Senate 
also passed the Theobald appropriation bill, which 
pas«ed the House several days ago, with but kw« 
d'ssenting voices — Mes«rs. Silvertooth and Mathew- 
son voting against it. The passage of this bill puts 
into the pockets of a worthy mm a portion only cf 
what has been justly dui him by the State for a 
number of years, and which has been unjustly kept 
from him. Mr. T. has been asserting his rights for 
a loni; time, and at last th»v have l»een acknowl. 
edged. "Truth is omnipotent ard public justice 
certain." 

A large portion of the time of the House to-djv 
was occupied in the discussion of the Bank of A«h- 
Und bill. After numerous speeches, suggestion", 
&c , the bill was amended so as to permit the bank 
to issue only one dollar for everv cne dollar of stock, 
thus putting her upon an equality with the other 
banks, and then the bill in its amended form was 
passed. 

The House al o have under discus'ion, as I am 
writing, the Senate bill appropriating thir y thousand 
dollars for the next two years — fifteen thousand per 
annum — for the prosecution of the State geological 
survey. Mr. Mfchen has just offered an amendment 
proposing to strike out thirty thousand, and insert 
twenty thousand, an amendment which I sincerely 
trust will lie rejected, as the appropriation made by 
the Senate is small enough in "all conscience, if we 
consider the advantages which have resulted and 
will re-nlt from the survey. Your correspondent is 
well acquainted with those portions of the State 
where the survey has been thoroughly made, and if 
be had space to state some incontrovertible facts 
which, to one not posted on the subject, would ap- 

Car incredible, in regard to the increased value of 
nd«, and the enhanced worth of property generally, 
he feels satisfied that there would lie almost an unan- 
imous expression of opinion of all parties in favor of 
even a larger appropriation.

Gov. Denver sent in an elaiorate message last 
night, vetoing the act locating Hi- Territorial seat 
cf government at Minneola.

Smith Times that a dispute has sprung up between 
Mr. A. H. Jones, United States Surveyor, and 
("apt. Williams, Commissioner of the State of Ar- 
kansas, on the one part, and Gov. Walker, of the 
Choctaw Nation, on the other, relative to running 
the eastern boundary line of the Choctaws, or the 
boundary line between Arkansas and the Choctaw 
tribe of Indians. Mr. Jones commenced the sur- 
vey from old Fort Smith, taking a due south course, 
which threw the line, in running about eight miles, 
some little distance into the State, causing consider- 
able excitement among the citizens of the county. 
Tbe Timea further says: 

It appears to us. from our understanding of the treaty of 
1HS6, that the Choctaws have the Uuited States in rattier a 
light place. The treaty, article 1. says '"The following 
■hall constitute and remain the boundary of tbe Choctaw

A duel was, therefore, arranged to come off at 
once, Mr. De Cbarmont entering into the spirit of 
the affair as seriouslv, and perbap?, as reluctantly 
as Mr. Winkle, of Pickwickian memorrv At ten 
o'clock A. K.j a party ef friends, including the 
mortal antagonists, started for Schuylkill. All un- 
derstood tbe matter as a joke, except De Charmont. 
The latter gentleman, however, manifested a degree 
of courage to which, it may be suspected,' brandv- 
cocktails materially contributed. At 12 M., the 

nv arrived upon the ground. The seconds, Messrs. 
Vright and J. H. Caterson, measured off the dis- 
tance, and placed their men in position; while tbe 
surgeon, whose name we have not obtained, prepar- 
ed to open a formidable case of instruments. A 
dilemma aro-e in consequence of a mistake upon 
the part of tbe surgeon. In.tead of bringing his 
usual surgical ca r .e, be bad brought a lot of obstetri- 
cal instruments, which, however tbey might interest 
the census-taker, would be of little value' in extract- 
ing a ball. 

A grand scene then ensued. Tbe surgeon spread 
out upon the grass three pairs of uterine forceps, 
flanked by sundry apparatus of a highly incongru- 
ous character, while the seconds loaded' the pistols, 
the one with a piece of an old North American, the 
other with a cent's worth of damaged powder. 

The parties stood ten paces apart; De Cbarmont 
was pale but collected, while Sherdon was motion- 
less, except a nervous twiching of the left eve-lid.

1 have lit'le dou'it that the wheat 
is i:,j'ired in all sections of the countrv. We far- 
mers do our share in supporting the r> ess. and we 
line to be faithfully and constantly advised of the 
state of the crops, t he wea'her, &c. And I assure 
y< u we have no complaint to make against the 
p-ess fo- not having k*pt us advi-ed of the magnifi- 
cence of the w heat ai d com cross. It I eems to me 
a!mr»t every other paragraph alluded to the subject. 
Well, the conclusion we farmers have come to is, 
that it did _\ou editors great nood to tell us what 
tine crops we had raised, and thc-refo-e you spoke of 
it so oft>n; and the reason >ou are now so silent in 
reference to their loss is out of a tender regard to 
our feelings; you think it bad enough for us to lose 
our crops, without being to'd of it. 

Be pleased to answer my inquiries, and obl'ge an 
old subscriber, who will still take the Journal in 
rn'te of the times, if he has to pav for it in damaged 
wheat and corn. " ENGINEER. 

Remarks.— We take great pains to obtain relia- 
ble information for the l»enefit of the farmers, and 
feel desirous that they at d not the speculators should 
reap the btsefit of all changes in value of produce. 
For this purpose we lay before them facts; they 
must make their own deductions. From all sources 
we hea* of great injury to the corn crop; we hear 
but little in regard to wheat. Immense quantities 
of com are unquestionably ruined, still larger 
quantities greatly damaged, and consequently the 
great surplus will be greatly reduced. The effect 
must be of course to enhance the value of ail kinds 
of grain should there be an export demand. At 
present the demand is limited to home consumption, 
and for this we think there will be an ample sup- 
ply, notwithstanding the loss by the wet season. 
Farmers must watch the market*, of which we 
give them weekly a carefully compiled report, and 
be governed by that in forming their opinions. 
Ojt opiaion could only le based upon such infor- 
mation as we give them, ard, being equally liable 
with th-irs to be erroneous, might give just ground 
for complaint if incorrect. 

PCMI'KIN Skf.I> I.NJIKIOUS To Dl'CKS AXI> Gki>I.. 

I notice in your Country Gentleman of die 14th 
inst., an inquiry, "whether pumpkin seed will kill 
ducks and i;eese." As to their killing ducks, I have 
no doubt; with respect to their killing g<*se, I can- 
not speak from experience, but have very little 
doubt they would produce the same effect when 
eat*n raw or unground. 

In the fall of 1856, I sent from Yacht Cove, X.J., 
a do/, -n ducks of unusual larce size, which had been 
raised along the shore of "York llay." On my re- 
turn home a short time after, I found eight of them 
had died, and the four others had their legs so para- 
lized that they could not walk, although they man- 
aged to swim; and upon inquiry I found the eight 
had been similarly affected previous to their death. 
I oponed some of the dead ones, and found nothing 
in their intestines, &c , but a quanitty of raw pump 
kin seeds, the other food having been digested ard 
passed off I then took the four live ones, and stuffed 
and fed them for three or four davs with boiled com 
maal, Iwiled potatoes, bread, ic, keeping the'.r 
stomachs filled with digestible Co d, and tbey all 
four recovered, and are now alive and well. I pre- 
sume they either digested the pumpkin seeds in the 
course of the three or four d lys, or passed them away 
with the other food. I now never allow my ducks 
or gee«e to eat pumpkin seeds unless they are ground 
or boiled and would ad vise
